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ARMY AND NAVY BILLS IN CONGRESS 


Army reorganization matters are at a standstill in 
Congress, as far as active work in the committees is 
concerned. Chairman Hull, of the House Committee, 
had hoped to make some progress this week, but nothing 
has been done. His committee is in rather better shape 
in some respects than is the Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs, for the reason that there is not much doubt as to 
the measure which will be made the basis of the work of 
the committee. It will in all probability be the bill pre- 
pared at the War Department and sent to the committee 
with the approval of Secretary Lamont. There is con- 
siderable opposition to this bill, especially among officers 
of the artillery, who would like to have it provide for 
promotion by seniority, instead of regimentally. The 
general opinion among members of the committee is that 
there will be no change in the bill in this regard. The 
chances of Army reorganization at the present session 
are not very bright, and for the same reasons there is 
little chance of a naval bill getting through. It is late in 
the session and there is opposition to anything that will 
increase expenditures in any way. 

The reorganization of the personnel of the Navy is 
finally being considered by the House Jommittee on Na- 
val Affairs. At the meeting of the full committee on 
Tuesday of this week it was decided that this matter 
should be taken up and, accordingly, the following day 
the Sub-Committee on Organization, Rank and Pay, 
consisting of Messrs. Hulick, Robinson, Wilson, Foss, 

y, Meyer and Hall, held a special meeting to com- 
mence the work. At this first meeting the sub-committee 
did nothing more than to discuss in the most general 
manner the large number of bills which have been intro- 
duced reflecting the views of nearly every group of offi- 
cers in the Navy. Never before has the committee had 
so many bills of this character before it. Many of them 
propose to deal with the entire personnel, while others 
are bills proposing to reorganize only special corps. It 
was hoped that the sub-committee would be able at this 
meeting to at least decide upon a bill to be made the 
basis of its work. Several of the members who had in- 
troduced bills called the attention of the sub-committee 
particularly to their measures, and Mr. Meyer, of Louisi- 
ana, urged that as the bill which he had introduced was 
the result of the hearings which had been given to offi- 
cers of the Department and of the Navy by the special 
joint sub-committee of the two Houses in the last Con- 
gress, should be made the basis of the work of the sulb- 
committee. No agreement was reached on this, however. 
Some of the members of the sub-committee wished to 
have hearings at this time, but objection was made to 
this on the ground that the hearings before the joint 
committee of the last Congress were all in print, and as 
they presented the arguments of every branch of the 
service there was no reason for further hearings at this 
time. It was finally agreed that the committee should 
adjourn until Friday, to give the members an oppor- 
tunity to study the various bills and read the statements 
which were made before the joint committee of the last 
Congress. 

The sub-committee had before it two new bills intro- 
duced this week. One by Mr. Johnson, of California (H. 
R. 7.721), is practically the same as the bill (H. R. 790) 
introduced by Mr. Huling early in the session. The oth- 
er CH. R. 7,776) introduced by Mr. Money deals with the 
line alone, and, as far as it goes, is modeled on Mr. Reb- 
inson’s bill (GH. R. 5,215), which is known as the “Naval 
Association bill.” Mr. Money, in speaking of this bill, 
said it was intended to be merely a skeleton to be com- 
pleted in the committee. He is in favor of reporting a 
bill dealing with the line officers only at this time. One 
of the first questions which the committee will have to 
decide is whether it will deal with the line separately, or 
whether it will report a single bill providing for the re- 
organization of the entire service. Owing to the delay in 
commencing work upon the reorganization bills and the 
desire of the Republican leaders in both Houses to bring 
the present session of Congress to a close as soon as pos- 
sible, there is little probability than anything more will 
be done at this session than merely to report personal 
bills to the House. Indeed, the differences of opinion 
upon some radical points are so great in the committee 
that it may be impossible to reach an agreement upon 
any bill before the adjournment. Every effort is to be 
made to do so, however, with the hope that the present 
Congress may succeed in passing a bill before the end of 
the next session. Nothing will be done by the Senate 
committee until the House has taken some steps in the 
matter.

“A Captain who is older than any general officer of 
prominence was during the late war’ writes us to say: 
“Why is it that the Military Committee doesn’t bring the 
three-battalion bill before Congress? They seem to take 
it for granted that it won't pass this session and so post- 
pone bringing it up. Seems to me the trouble is not so 
much with Congress as the dilatoriness of bringing the 
matter before them early enough in the session to ob- 
tain action before the time comes for them to adjourn, 
and so leave the three-battalion bill, as the others have 
been for the last ten or fifteen years, to go by default. 
Congress can act on apd pass lots of less important 
measures day after day, and yet our Army legislation is 
allowed to rust, because, forsooth, we have no ‘constitu- 
ents’ to look after and push the bill. If the Army had 
any ‘voice’ or ‘vote’ in Congress there would be a differ- 
ent ‘state of things.’ There are plenty of Congressmen, 
I know, who are favorable to Army legislation if they 
enly had a chance to declare their minds, and lots of 
them who believe that we ought to be helped and who 
would be favorable to even an increase of the Army if 








the question came before them. Bring the bill before the 
House and let them settle it, and I don’t believe the 
Army will be afraid of the result.” The difficulty with 
all Army bills is that they involve an increase in the ex- 
pense of the military establishment and to this Congress 
is for the present opposed. We hope for a more favor- 
able disposition later in the session or at least during 
the second session of the present Congress when the 
question of the Presidential succession is settled. 


Anticipating any action which may be taken by the 
civil authorities, Maj. Gen. Ruger, commanding the De- 
partment of the East, has written a communication to 
the War Department asking for instructions in case the 
New York State authorities should decide to apply the 
provisions of the Raines law to the post canteens in and 
around New York City. No statement is made in the 
communication which indicates that Gen. Ruger has 
been informed that such action is contemplated, but it is 
evident that he believes that an attempt will be made to 
place the Army canteen system in the entire State under 
the same restrictions as apply to the sale of liquors at 
places under Government supervision. Heretofore it 
has been held that Army posts are on Government ter- 
ritory and under its exclusive control, and this view of 
the case has been accepted generally. The imposition of 
the New York State license tax law upon Army can- 
teens, especially at those posts near the Greater New 
York, would practically prohibit them, as no attempt 
is made to derive revenue from the sale of liquor, and 
no canteen could exist without the tax. The Army regu- 
lations governing the sale of liquor at canteens provides 
that posts must take out licenses, but no liquor may be 
sold at such posts where the States have declared for 
prohibition. The right of a State to compel the taking 
out of a license has not been admitted in cases where 
the military reservation is entirely within the jurisdiction 
of the Federal Government. It is considered as prac- 
tically certain that the Government would not permit 
the application of the Raines law to Army posts with- 
out making a bitter fight before the courts, and should 
the lower courts decide against it there would be an 
appeal to the Supreme Court. It is also reported from 
Nebraska that the State authorities there have 
determined to contest the right of the Government to 
regulate the liquor traffic of the forts in that State. At 
Fort Robinson, county authorities issued warrants 
against the canteen owners for selling liquor without a 
license, and writs to confiscate the wet property. The 
military authorities refused to permit the Sheriff to serve 
his warrants, and that officer has appealed to the Secre- 
tary of War. Inthe judgment of the ablest of New York 
lawyers the Raines bill is unconstitutional, The question 
us to its constitutionality, and the effect of its provisions 
upon various interests if it be constitutional, is to be 
brought to a determination at once. Powerful interests, 
that are in no way concerned in the profits of liquor sell- 
ing, are arrayed against the bill and its enforcement will 
be strenuously resisted. 


The San Francisco “Wave” takes the same view as 
“Harper's Weekly” of the attempt of Mrs. Francis W. 
Leiter to prevent the passage of the bill in Congress to 
secure military training in the public schools. It says: 
“*The Wave’ refuses most politely to join in the cru- 
sade against the Carter bill; in fact, if the bill will do 
what Mrs. Leiter fears it will, we most fervently hope 
it will become the law. The spirit that animates this 
protest against military drill is a spirit that would de- 
stroy patriotism and promote cowardice. If we have a 
country that is worth living in it is one worth fighting 
for. If we hold principles worth teaching by example 
and precept they are surely worth maintaining on land 
and sea. Men may have become so interdependent that 
they will hesitate longer than in the days of King Ar- 
thur before falling upon each other; nations may be so 
bound together in trade and sympathy that they will re- 
fuse to go to war upon the slight pretexts which availed 
in Charlemagne’s time; but the man who does not hold 
himself_ready to resent insult is called by the same name 
to-day that he was ten centuries ago, and the nation 
that meekly submits to imposition, no matter how rich, 
can never be great either in the eye of its contempora- 
ries or in that of history.”” The “Admiralty and Horse 
Guards Gazette,” in a recent article entitled “Peace at 
Any Price,” refers to the great number of well meaning 
people who either cannot or will not take the world as 
it is, but, by a process of mental obfuscation, conclude 
that, instead of dwelling on this terrestrial globe, they 
are living in some ideal planet. War is a terrible thing, 
and it is lamentable that millions upon millions should 
annually have to be expended upon police, jails, and 
everything connected with the prevention and punish- 
ment of crime, to say nothing of the large sums spent 
upon workhouses and other non-productive institutions. 
But the question in regard to all these matters is not, Is 
the occasion of the expenditure lamentable or deplor- 
able, but is the expenditure necessary in view of the 
actual state of the world at the present moment?” 





“The time has arrived,” says the “Pittsburg Dispatch,” 
“when legislation should be invoked to protect the in- 
signia of rank worn by officers of the Army and National 
Guard.

Interest in naval circles in Washington has centered 
juring the week in the proceedings of the board appoint- 
ed by Secretary Herbert to decide upon the question of 
armament for the new battleships, particularly with ref- 
erence to double-decked turrets. The board assembled 
on the 3lst inst., and received the arguments made by 
the Bureau of Construction and Repair and Ordnance 
against and for double-decked turrets and data in rela- 
tion to the official performances of the main batteries of 
large vessels of the Navy. Several officers have appeared 
pefore the board and been examined. Naval authorities 
and the naval service generally are taking great interest 
in the bills recently introduced in the House and Senate 
providing a pension for Mrs. Fyffe, widow of the late 
Rear Adml. Joseph Fyffe. Mrs. Fyffe is now in Wash- 
ington. The gallant career of Rear Admiral Fyffe in 
the Navy, and especially his war record, are well known 
and Congress would show its appreciation of his work by 
doing something for his widow. 


A warm controversy has arisen at the Navy Depart- 
went as a result of the recommendation of Engineer-in- 
Chief Melville with regard to altering the cruiser Atlanta. 
The Engineer-in-Chief recommended, readers of the 
‘Journal’ will remember, that the vessel be supplied with 
yew machinery and twin screws. This recommendation 
was opposed by the Chief Naval Constructor on the 
ground that the adoption of twin screws would necessi- 
tate the construction of an almost entire new stern for 
the ship. Assistant Secretary McAdoo has referred the 
matter to the Board of Construction for settlement. 


The Sundry Civil Appropriation bill passed the House 
of Representatives on Thursday with all the provisions 
relating to the Army unchanged, except that on a mo- 
tion by Mr. Hyde, of Washington, an amendment was 
adopted providing that of the $300,000 appropriated for 
buildings at military posts, $75,000 shall be expended by 
and under the direction of the Secretary of War for be- 
ginning the construction of permanent buildings provid- 
ing for sewerage, water supply, roads and other means 
of communication, and other necessary improvements at 
the U. S. Army post at Spokane, in the State of Wash- 
ington. 


Secretary Lamont has approved the report of the 
hoard which prepared a programme for small arms firing 
practice during the summer season. The principal 
changes, besides those mentioned in the “Journal” last 
week, consist of the abolition of the degree of merit and 
the prohibition of all back positions. The only lying 
down position retained is that of prone. Firing at rect- 
angular targets is limited as much as possible, and skir- 
mish and volley firing is increased. Where ammunition 
admits company commanders are encouraged to make 
experiments, which will be useful in getting up a thor- 
ough and permanent system of fire tactics. The system 
recommended and adopted is concise and brief. No rec- 
ommendation was made by the board for holding com- 
petitions, and none will probably be held. The range of 
fring is stated as up to and including 1,000 yards. Skir- 
mish firing has been assimilated to that laid down in the 
present infantry drill regulations. The board recom- 
mended the adoption of a range-finder, to be selected and 
ued by commanding officers. 


Messrs. Funk & Wagnalls are doing a public service 
by exposing the attempt to palm off upon the American 
public a reprint from the altered plates of an old English 
dictionary as a new work. They publish fac-similes 
which show that the plates are cut, here and there, and 
new words are inserted; room is made by the omission of 
other words or definitions, the first and last words of 
each page being the same in the reprint as in the old 
English book with scarcely an exception. In hundreds 
of pages examined there is not a change. Take it alto- 
gether, the Standard Dictionary of Messrs. Funk & 
Wagnalls is the best yet published. It is excellent in ar- 
rangement, is very complete and is as convenient in size 
as so complete a work can be made.

Gen. Stanton is expected to recommend to Sec- 
retary Lamont within the next few days the appoint- 
ment of a board to devise insignia for the Pay Corps. 
Secretary Lamont has just returned a second recom- 
mendation to the Paymaster General, with a statement 
that the device recommended was not sufficiently simple. 
This device consisted of a solid silver griffin. 





The Paymaster General sent an ‘estimate of $450,000 
to Congress as the amount needed in addition to that on 
hand, to pay the Army during the remainder of the fiscal 
year. 





The section added to the Sewell bill for an increase of 
pay of non-commissioned officers has been ordered to be 
favorably reported on. The bill appropriates $240,000 
for carrying the provisions of the measure into effect. 

he War Department officials expect that this section 
will hurt the chances of the passage of the measure. 


















Secretary Lamont has transmitted to Congress several 
Petitions recently received from the infantry and artil- 
lery arms of the service in regard to his reorganization 
bill. The character of these petitions have been already 
announced in the “Journal.” Transmission was made 
upon request of Mr. Hull, chairman of the House Mili- 
tary Committee, who was anxious to ascertain the senti- 
ment of the Army in regard to the Lamont bill. Mr. 
Hull has asked for all the petitions.

Maj. Gen. Miles has approved the report of the board 
which revised the firing regulations for the use of the in- 
fantry arm of the service during the present summer 
target practice season and it has been sent to the Secre- 
tary of War for his action. 


The President has signed the act repealing the statute 
prohibiting the appointment to the Army and Navy of 
persons who, having been officers of the United States 
Army or Navy, left that service to enter the service of 
the Confederacy. 


The title of the United States to the military reserva- 
tion in San Antonio, Tex., was abundantly sustained 
in the Supreme Court of the U. 8S. in a recent decision 
announced -by Mr. Justice Gray, which ends litigation 
over the property begun in 1 ' 


The expenses of the present war in Cuba thus far are 
estimated at $134,000,000. Of this $60,000,000 are di- 
rect war expenses, $50,000,000 losses by the destruction 
of the sugar cane crop and $10,000,000 losses of capital- 
ists in commercial importing business, and $14,000,000 
miscellaneous items. 


The recent act of Congress abolishing personal pay- 
ments to pensioners at agencies and providing for pen- 
sions being paid by check is a blessing in many respects. 
The several U. S. Pension Agents throughout the coun- 
try have issued the necessary instructions to pensioners 
as to preparation of vouchers, etc. 


The Treasury Department has cabled to Bermuda, di- 
recting the return of the schoolship Chase, of the Rev- 
enue Cutter Service. Capt. Shoemaker is anxious for the 
vessel to return so that the members of the senior class 
may pass their final examinations and obtain commis- 
sions. A report received at the Department, announcing 
the arrival of the Chase at Bermuda, stated that all 
were well on board. The Behring Sea fleet has been or- 
dered to rendezvous at Port Townsend on April 20 and 
will sail on that day for Unalaska. 


Capt. Sampson, chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, ex- 
pects to make an extensive test of high explosives if the 
appropriation of $5,000 in the House Naval Appropria- 
tion bill is permitted to get through Congress. A large 
number of applications from inventors of high explosives 
to have their material tested has been received at the 
Department during the past year, but their applications 
could not be granted on account of lack of funds. It is 
the present expectation that the inventors will be in- 
vited to submit their inventions in competition. 


No report has yet been received from Maj. J. V. 
Furey, in charge of the Quartermaster’s Department in 
Philadelphia, in relation to the trial in that city of sev- 
eral samples of Army caps. The Quartermaster General 
and his principal assistant, Col. G. H. Weeks, have been 
giving the matter consideration during the past week 
and have decided that there will be no extensive change 
in the cap. The alteration will principally be made in 
the top part, where the authorities desire to place a ma- 
terial which will make that portion of the cap stiffer. 


Surg. Gen. G. M. Sternberg has sent out a circular let- 
ter to the several posts of the Army, inviting candidates 
for the office of acting hospital stewards to appear for 
examination before boards of medical officers on May 1. 
It was the intention of the medical authorities not to 
hold any examination for this office until next fall, but 
the number of casualties has been so great in this por- 
tion of the service that it has been found necessary to fill 
the vacancies existing now. 


The first proof of the revision of the artillery regula- 
tions made by Maj. Gen. Ruger, commanding the De- 
partment of the East, has been received at the War De- 
partment from the Public Printing Office. The proof 
has been read and revised and returned to the Printing 
Office. When a second proof is received, the index of 
the publication will be prepared. It will be some months 
yet before these regulations are issued to the service. 


The “Nineteeuth Century,” in an article on “Bloated 
Armaments,” says that Germany is their chief victim. 
In 1865 its total expenditure on land and sea forces was 
$49,500,000. In 1S79 it was $106,750,000 and it has 
been increasing rapidly since then. In 1865 the French 
expenditure was 87,000,000; in 1879, $135,000,000. In 
1865 Great Britain spent $135,000,000; in 1879, $161,- 
250,000. Russia’s expenditure in 1865 was $109,500,- 
000; in 1879, $182,500,000.

Joshua 
Bishop for pay as Lieutenant Commander from Feb. 9, 
1868, to Feb. 28, 1871. 


Senator Sherman has introduced a bill providing for 
a uniform flag for the Army and Navy, in which the 
stars are to be arranged with one star in the center and 
twelve stars in the corners, to represent the original thir- 
teen States, the stars for the other States to be so 
grouped that the stars representing the older States shall 
be nearer the center.

WAR TOPICS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

The article on page 515 of your last issue is very time- 
ly, as so many of the monthly magazines and other pe- 
riodicals have dissertations on this subject from “all 
sorts and conditions of men,” and from some women; of 
course, they are all masters of the arts of war and di- 
plomacy. After reading so much trash from those who 
are inspired by sentiment rather than sense, it is re- 
freshing to read an article like that in the “North Amer- 
ican Review” for February by Capt. Taylor, of the 
Navy; it is too long to quote in full, but the following 
extract is very appropriate. We commend it to Prof. 
Shaler and other pseudo-military critics. 

“A thorough consideration of this subject develops 


ethical points of great interest, but occupies too much 
space in a discussion confined simply to the study of 


war. Something may be said, however, to those who 
take for granted the needlessness and immorality of 
war. Ruskin, in one of his addresses, lays great stress 


upon its value for creating ideals in art. He doubts the 
possibility of* obtaining the architectural triumphs of 
Italy, the paintings of Rubens, or the plays of Shake- 
speare without the lofty attitude of mind indeont by the 
contemplation of stormy and heroic periods of history. 
He holds that the growing consciousness during wars, 
that os is not the worst of all things, and that honor- 
able death is preferable to ignoble life, is a motive for 
high endeavor in art. He says: “The pure and noble 
arts of peace are founded upon war; no great art ever 
yet rose on earth except among a nation of soldiers. 
There is no art among a shepherd people if it remains at 
peace. There is no art among an agricultural people if 
it remains at peace. Commerce is barely consistent with 
fine art, but cannot produce it. Manufacture is not only 
unable to produce it, but invariably destroys whatever 
seeds of it exist. There is no art possible to a nation 
but that which is based upon battle.’ 

“Not alone is this true of the artistic spirit; the moral 
nature is strongly affected by war. ‘The sentiment that 
pervades a nation in stirring times is alone capable of 
producing that self-abnegation, that willing effacement 
of the stubborn ego in the flood of fellow humanity 
which the head of Christianity demands for the ideal 
state of mankind and declares to be the corner-stone of 
human salvation. ‘That this pure and lofty condition of 
soul should be approached through the sanguinary paths 
of battle and campaign is indeed an anomaly, but that 
it is a fact all history gives evidence. Not only do na- 
tions that practice too long the arts of peace in forget- 
fulness of war, become enfeebled and the natural prey 
of neighbors grown stropg through combat, but they 


grow corrupt internally as well. Although peaceful trade 
may thrive, the arts and industries flourish, and mm | 
precaution against corruption, national and municipa 


be observed, decay begins, the fervor of religion cools, 
skepticism advances, immoralities appear unreproved, 
and race decadence hastens its steps, even though it 
may be that no strong neighbor is at hand to quicken 
the downfall. We may recognize that war is cruel and 
brutal, disposing men to a state of savagery, but let us 
confess that the corrupt ease, the luxurious immorality 
of life, toward which a total absence of war always 
leads nations, has in it something more degrading for 
the human race than simple savagery. 

“*T mean also,’ says Ruskin, ‘that war is the founda- 
tion of all the high virtues and faculties of men. It. is 
very strange to me to discover this, and very dreadful, 
but I saw it to be quite an undeniable fact. The com- 
mon notion that peace and the virtues of civil life flour- 
ished together I found to be wholly untenable. Peace 
and the vices of civil life only flourish together. We talk 
of peace and learning, and of peace and plenty, and of 
peace and civilization, but I found that Son were not 
the words which the muse of history coupled together; 
that on her lips the words were, “Peace and sensuality, 
peace and selfishness, peace and corruption, peace and 
death.”” I found, in brief, that all great nations learned 
their truth of word and strength of thought in war; that 
they were nourished in war and wasted by peace; taught 
by war and deceived by peace, trained by war and 
trayed by peace; in a word, that they were born in war 
and expired in peace.’ Allowing something for a ible 
exuberance of expression on the part of Mr. Ruskin, we 
must still admit that the universal drift of history con- 
firms his general statement and breaks rudely in upon 
the vague though kindly visions of eternal peace among 
the peoples of the earth.” 


WOULD NOT EAT THE FLAG. 
(From the Boston “Saturday Evening Gazette.”’) 


An Englishman, in Washington, at dinner, declined to 
eat an ice frozen in the shape and colors of the Ameri- 
can flag. This he did because he held it to be bad form 
to absorb the national emblem. ‘The incident was sig- 
nificant as showing the distinction and the difference be- 
tween the British idea of patriotism and our own. Eng- 
iishmen lift their hats when their flag is carried past, 
and rise when the national anthem is played in theaters 
and music halls. No true Briton, in trade or out of it, 
would use the tlag of his country for advertising pur- 
poses, 


The “Journal of the American Medical Association,” 
Chicago, March 28, republishes a letter from nine well- 
known line officers of the Navy in 1816, in which they 
dwell upon the importance of the Medical Department of 
the Navy and say: “To effect this it must be obvious 
that the rank and pecuniary emolument of medical offi- 
cers ought to bear some proportion to what gentlemen of 
professional eminence would be entitled to in private 
life; and we consider that jvstice requires they should, 
at all events, receive a compensation and rank equal to 
what has been enjoyed by medical officers of the Army.” 
The journal quot says: “It is earnestly hoped that 
the members of the medical profession who are in the 
Senate and House of Representatives of the present 
Congress will insist that justice shall at last be done this 
well-deserving and long neglected body of their profes- 
sional confreres; and it is also the duty of the military 
medical men all over the United States who are promi- 
nent members of every soldiers’ and veteran organiza- 
tion in the country to demand of their several repre- 
sentatives in Congress that the medical officers of the 
Navy shall be put upon precisely the same footing in 
rank, privileges and pay as their colleagues in the 
Army.’

LAUNCH OF THE IOWA. 

The U. S. battleship lowa was successfully launched 
from the shipyards cf the Messrs. Cramp at Philadel- 
phia, Pa., on March 28, in the presence of many thou- 
sands of spectators. Shortly after 1 P. M. Miss Mary 
Lord Drake, daughter of Gov. Drake, of Lowa, chris- 
tened the vessel. The huge ship glided into the water 
without any ditliculty amid the cheers of the multitude 
and the screech of many steam whistles Following 
the launch the guests were entertained at lunch by the 
Messrs. Cramps. Among those present were Secretary 
of the Navy ectent and Assistant Secretary William 
McAdoo, Rear Adml. J. G. Walker and Mrs. Walker, 
Paymr. Gen. Edward Stewart, Engr.-in-Chief Geo. W. 
Melville, Commo. and Mrs. R. L. Vhythian, Comdr. and 
Mrs. F. C. Chadwick, Lieut. B. H. Buckingham, U. 8. 
N.; Assistant Secretary of the Treasury C. 8S. Hamlin. 
A description of the lowa was given in the “Army and 
Navy Journal” of March 28, page 546. 


Describing the launch the New York “Sun” says: 
“The sound of the mauls driving home the wedges 


There was a whistle, and the sharp rip of saws 
began. Miss Drake grasped the bottle by the neck and 
wound the ribbons about her wrist.

The color faded out of her cheeks, 
Her eyes grew big and round, and her nostrils distended, 
She drew her right hand free of her cape, and, with a 
firm grip on the neck of the bottle, she struck the ship 
on the side of the keel a sturdy lowa blow that smash al 
the heavy bottle into slivers of glass and sent the wine 
foaming and bubbling over the ship and spattering over 
the crowd on the platform below her. And in a_ voice 
as firm as the blow she said: ‘I christen thee Iowa.’ 
The big ship went down the ways without a quiver, and 
when she took the water nodded and dipped her head 
in salutation. Her flags and bunting stood out and 
snapped in the sharp breeze, and the hoarse, syren whis- 
tles of the Massachusetts and the Brooklyn, lying near 
by, screamed an emphatic welcome. Then the lowa men 
scrambled about under the rostrum and picked the long 
splinters of glass from the broken wine bottle up from 
the tarpaulin covering of the platform.”

Officers who led the column 
of victory in this last assault may be assured of the just 
recognition of their services by promotion, and every 
officer or soldier who shares its peri’s and its glo.y shail 
receive a medal fit to commemorate the first g.anud suc 
cess of the campaign of 1863 for the fre.dom of the Miss-

the Roll of Honor.” When the above o der was issued, 
Banks’ Aimy was opeiating against I’o.t Hudson. ‘lwo 
assaults had been made on May 27 and June 14. Both 


had been repulsed with a total loss of pearly 4,000 offi- 
cers and men, thirty per cent. of Banks’ entire force. 
Nevertheless 850 of the men “came forward” as request- 
ed. They were formed into companies and battalions 
and drilled for their special service. The men we.e thus 
held, daily expecting the order to assault, from about the 
20th of June until the 8th of July, when the place sur- 
rendered without the assault having been made, although 
on the 3d of July Gen. Banks addressed the stormeis, 
stating that the assault would be made on the morning 
of the 4th, and on that morning the men stood in ranks 
awaiting the order to advance from about 3 A. M. until 
after sunrise. The stormers marched in at the head of 
the column, and then returned to their respective com- 
mands. It is upon this state of facts that the claim for 
a medal is based. 


Maj. Gen. Snowden, of Pennsylvania, in G, O. 1, 
Marcel: 7, 1896, publishes the proceedings of a G. C. M. 
in the case of Capt. H. C. Fox, Co. B, 3d Regt., who was 
tried for disobedience of orders and conduct to the preju- 
dice of good order and military discipline, before a court, 
of which Lieut. Col. H. A. Shenton, 6th Inf., 
was president. The accused pleaded not guilty to both 
the charges and specifications. The court found him 
guilty of the second specification of the first charge only 
and sentenced Capt. Fox to dishonorable discharge, and 
the finding was approved by the Commander-in-Chief. 
In reviewing the case, Maj. Gen. Snowden calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the court erred in not finding the ac- 
cused guilty of the first specification and of the first 
charge, and of the first charge as laid, and says: “That 
a Captain is required by law annually to account for the 
State allowances to his company does not relieve the 
Colonel from the responsibility of seeing that the money 
is honestly expended for military purposes. . . .

THE GRADE OF LIEUTENANT GENERAL. 
Why Secretary Lamont is Opposed to its Revival. 


The following is the text of Secretary Lamont's letter 
to Senator Hawley, opposing the enactment of legisla- 
tion to revive the grade of Lieutenant General for Maj. 
Gen. Miles, commanding the Army: 

War Department, Office of the Secretary, 
Washington, D. C., March 5, lsu. 
Hon. Joseph E. Hawley, Chairman Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, United States Senate: 

Sir—t have the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
through your reference, of Senate bill No. 113, alsoSenate 
resolutions Nos. 41 and 81, all now pending in the pres- 
ent session of the LIVth Congress, and relating to the 
revival or bestowal by assignment of the grade of Lieu- 
tenant General. In 1.esponse to your request for informa. 
tion and remark respecting these measures, | respectfully 
submit the following: 

Since the organization of the Government, but six 
omee:s of the Army have held the grade of Lieutenant 
General, and in no instance has an officer attained this 
rank until he has successfully commanded the whole or 
a separate Army in battle and active campaign. 

‘lhe grade was created in 1:98, when a commander 
was to be provided for an Army expected to be required 
in the impending war with France. Washington, who 
had been General in Chief throughout the seven years’ 
War ot Independence, and had been eight years L’resi- 
dent, was chosen to fill the position. Fortunately the ex- 
pected hostilities were averted, only a small part of the 
Army was enrolled, and the necessity for a Commander 
in Chief was of short duration. The owce ceased to 
exist in December, 1199, with the death of Lieut. Gen, 
Washington. 

The grade has been revived three times since its first 
creation, and always with the object of conferring com- 
plimentary rank upon Generals who had rendered “emi- 
nent and distinguished services,’ or those “most dis- 
tinguished for courage, skill and ability” in war. Five 
besides Washington were taus nonored, of whom four 
had received the thanks of Congress by name for most 
distinguished military service, while the fifth had com- 
nuinded a separate Army during the late war, had at- 
tained the highest regular grade thirty years before his 
poametien and had the chief command of the whole u- 

ar Army for seven years, and had successfully dis- 
charged most delicate and responsible civil duties. 

The otticers promoted in pursuance of the statutes re- 
viving the grade of Lieutenant General were Maj. Gen’s. 
Scott, Grant, Sherman, Sheridan and Schofield. ‘The pro- 
motion for Gen. Scott was not authorized until eight 
years after the service thus recognized was rendered, 
and Gen. Schofield’s advancement was postponed until 
the eve of his retirement from active duty. Lieut. Gen. 
Shasta, while on his death-bed, was promoted to Gen- 
eral. 

The Reorganization act of 1866 fixed the strength of 

the Army at sixty regiments, and the corps of General 
officers consisted of one General, Grant; one Lieutenant 
General, Sherman; five Major Generals, Halleck, Meade, 
Sheridan, Thomas aid Hancock, and ten Brigadier Gen- 
erals, McDowell, Cook, Pope, Hooker, Schofield, Howard, 
lerry, Ord, Canby and Rousseau, but four years later 
this force was reduced to forty regiments, the Major 
Generals were reduced to three, the Brigadiers to six, 
and the grades of General and Lieutenant General, when 
next vacated, were not again to be conferred. 
_ At the time of the enactment of this statute forbidding 
further promotion to Lieutenant General there still sur- 
vived on active duty several officers who had successfully 
commanded the whole Army, separate armies or Army 
corps during the Civil War, and, as such, had rendered 
most distinguished service, but the power to reward 
by further promotion such men as Halleck, Meade, Han- 
cock and others was deliberately taken away when it 
was enacted, in 1870, during the Administiation of Pres- 
ident Grant, that the oftices then held by Sherman 
and Sheridan, when next vacant, should not be filled. 

The present Major Generals of our Army attained 
brilliant reputations for gallantry while commanding 
sub-divisions of Army corps during the late conflict, and 
have added to their laurels since by efficient performance 
of arduous service upon the Indian frontier; but it is no 
reflection upon these excellent officers to say that the ser- 
viees they have so far rendered are not of that exalted 
character that has hitherto been regarded as prerequi- 
site to the advancement now propo: ° 

Noting that the grade of Lieutenant General has not 
been regarded as a permanent office necessary to our 
Army organization, and has been conferred only upon 
a few of those officers who have rendered marked ser- 
vice in war; that the complimentary rank, when be- 
stowed, ‘has often been withheld until long after the 
demonstration of this superior ability, and has only been 
voted asa reward of great military genius and most con- 
spicuous leadership, the conclusion is reached that, what- 
ever the merits and promise of any officers of our peace 
establishment who as yet have had no opportunity to 
demonstrate their genius and capacity as commanders 
of large armies, by the measure heretofore required, the 
existing conditions do not demand its revival at this time.

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It is estimated that $235,000 will be added to the pay 
of enlisted men of the Army by passing Senator Sewell’s 
bill to inerease the pay of non-commissioned officers, 
which is indorsed by the War Department. The money 
will be well expended. Senator Sewell has just been 
granted a medal of honor for his gallant services during 
the civil war. He will be entitled to another medal if 
he secures the passage of this excellent bill. 

As a result of the adoption of Senator Chandler’s reso- 
lution calling upon the Naval Committee of the Senate 
to ascertain the advisability of adopting superposed tur- 
rets for the proposed battleships, Secretary Herbert has 
decided to secure the report of a board of naval experts 
on the subject. He has accordingly appointed a board 
to consider the matter, as well as to recommend the type 
of turret to be adopted for the battleships which will be 
authorized at this session of Congress. The board ap- 
pointed consists of Rear Adml John G. Walker, chair- 
man of the Lighthouse Board; Commo. Robert L. Phy- 
thian, superintendent of the Naval Observatory; Capt. 
Philip H. Cooper, superintendent of the Naval Acad- 
emy; Chief Engr. Edward L. Farmer, on duty in New 
York Navy Yard, and Naval Constructor Joseph J. 
Woodward, on duty as superintending constructor at the 
yard of the Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Co. These officers were selected on account of their rec- 
ognized standing as experts, and because none of them 
had made any criticism of an official character on the 
superposed turret idea. It will be recalled that some 
months ago at the time of the adoption of double-deckers 
for the Kearsarge and Kentucky, the Department ob- 
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tained from a great many officers their opinion as to the 
advisability of adopting this type, and the preponder- 
ance of replies was in its favor. None of the officers 
on the board just appointed was called upon for his opin- 
ion, and the Secretary, in view of their high standing 
as experts, thought it would be wise to lay the matter 
before them. The board will be given access to all the 
information in the possession of the Department bearing 
upon the subject of double-deck turrets. Capt. Sampson, 
chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, says the double-deck 
turrets are greatly superior to any which have yet ap- 
peared in service, and it is his intention to urge their 
retention on board the Kearsarge and Kentucky as well 
as their adoption for the proposed battleships. He says 
the recent experiments on board the battleship Indiana 
demonstrated that the distribution of her turrets was not 
as good as that proposed for the Kearsarge and her mate. 


Brig. Gen. F’eg¢ler, Maj. Reilly and his assistants, 
Capt. Frank Bake‘, 1st Lieut. C. B. Wheeler and Ist 
Lieut. C. C. Jameson, have worked industriously to place 
the Watertown Arsenal in gu shape, and the results 
are extremely gratifying to thosé .*icers of the service 
who are acquainted with the improve.certs that have 
been made there. During the first year tu:: plant has 
been in operation $83,000 has been saved on an estimate 
of $300,000 for gun carriages. Among the carriages 
manufactured there, were fiye 8-inch disappearing, tive 
10-inch disappearing, four 12-inch lifts, four 12-inch bar- 
bette carriages and five mortar carriages. With the sav- 
ing which has been made, additional carriages will be 
built. The best feature of the work at the arsenal, 
however, is that the authorities are now able to judge 
more clearly of the cost of a carriage than they were be- 
fore they commenced the manufacture of this ordnance 
material, and will, therefore, be able to place contracts 
more advantageously to the Government. When the ap- 
propriation becomes available for the proposed cozst for- 
tifications, all of the carriages will not be manufectured 
at Watertown, as the plant is not large enough. What 
will be done will be to manufacture type carriages and 
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to place contracts with private manufacturers, reserving 
a sufficient amount of work on hand to keep the plant 
busy. Gen. Flagler has decided, it is understood, to 
abandon the old gun lift carriage for the 12-inch gun 
and use in lieu thereof a disappearing carriage. It has 
frequently been stated that a 12-inch disappearing gw 
carriage was not possible at the present time. The or- 
nance experts have proven that this statement is falla- 
cious, and have secured a type of carriage for this cal- 
iber of guns, which, it is believed, will act very success- 
fully. The carriage is now being manufactured, and it 
is expected will be ready for test by fall. The advan- 
tages of the disappearing carriage for the 12-inch guns 
over the gun lift are many, the most important being the 
saving in cost, the fortifications necessary for a gun car- 
riage being very expensive. The statement which the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair is now getting out 
monthly to show the progress of work on vessels under 
construction, shows that the Massachusetts lacks less 
than 2 per cent, tg be wholly completed. The Oregon is 
9544 per cent. along toward completion and the Brooklyn 
has been pushed rapidly since the last statement was is 
sued, it now being 72 per cent. The Terror is 99 per 
cent. completed and the Piritan 92 per cent., while the 
three gunboats, the Nashville, Wilmington and Helena, 
are each 76 per cent. The lowa is 56 per cent. and tor 
pedo boats Nos. 3, 4 and 5 are each 29 per cent. Tow 
per cent. of work has been completed on torpedo boat 
No. 8, but work has not yet been started on torpedo 
boats Nos. 6 and 7, nor on any of the gunboats. The 
submarine torpedo boat is 20 per cent. toward comple 
tion. 


The “Scientific American” of March 14 publishes two 
fine illustrations of the Buflington-Crozier disappearing 
carriages for the 8-inch B. L. rifle, with a description in 
which it says: “The exact distribution of these guns at 
the various strategic points in the harbor, for obvious 
reasons, is not disclosed to the public. An attacking fleet 
would be practically at the mercy of such a battery of 
disappearing guns. At the outset it would be ignorant of 
the location of the fort; and the use of smokeless pow- 
der would render the detection of the guns, during the 
few seconds that they showed above the parapet, a ditli- 
cult matter. The only possible chance to place a shell 
inside the fort would be by making use of high angle 
fire; and this is impracticable in the modern warship a 
at present constructed, for two reasons: first, that the 
existing gun carriages will not allow the breech to be 
sufficiently depressed to admit of such fire; and, second- 
ly, that the existing decks are not strong enough to with- 
stand the heavy vertical strain of the recoil. The aim- 
ing of the gun is all done under shelter. By means of 
a ‘range finder’ and the ‘converter board’ the gunner can 
lay the piece with perfect accuracy while it is yet below 
the level of the parapet. Gun for gun, such a battery 
has an enormous advantage over the floating fortress, 
for it would have in its favor: (1) Invisibility; (2) abso 
lute protection from gun fire; (3) absolutely steady plat- 
form; (4) absolute determination of the range and bear- 
ing of the enemy. To this must be added the moral ef- 
fect upon the courage and endurance of the gun crews, 
resulting from their superior protection.” 








Carl Fischer, 6 and 8 Fourth avenue, New York city, 
has published “The Dough-Boys’ March,” composed by 
Col. Daingerfield Parker, 18th Inf. Those professional 
musicians who have heard this piece award it high praise, 
as much for its originality as its merit, from a purely 
musical point of view.

It was written 
in response to a communication which appeared in the 
New York “Sun” in October last, asking why some one 
did not write a song of the ‘cri. so'Mier to offset 
the British soldier song, ““Tommy Atkins,” made so popu- 
lar in this country by the London Gaiety Girls. The 
sales of the “Naval Cadet March,” by J. A. CG. Morse, 
U. 8. N., which achieved a pronounced success last fall, 
are reaching the end of a large second edition, with a 
third edition of 50,000 in prospect. 
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COMMAND OF THE ARMY. 

The objections to the revival of the office of Lieuten- 
ant General ascribed to the President, and to the Secre- 
tary of Wat as his representative, would appear to be 
simply an expression of the differences of opinion be- 
tween the civil and the military administration, dating 
hack to the beginning of our national history. In the- 
ory the President is the commander of the Army; in 
practice, he cannot command it, even when he is a sol- 
dier by training, for the all-absorbing necessities of civil 
alministration compel him to delegate his powers to 
some one. Hence, the Army is deprived of that element 
of stability so essential to its efficiency, and is made in 
no small measure the sport of the changes resulting from 
the periodical upheaval in our civil administration. 
Though Washington received the rank and command of 
“General” June 15, 1775, Congress really commanded 
the Army during mest of the Revolutionary period, and, 
after the war, in 1784, reduced the Army to a force of 
eighty men, with a Captain as the ranking officer. When 
the Constitution was adopted in 1789, the President was 
made Commander-in-Chief and the Department of War 
was created to assist him in the administration of mili- 
tary affairs. Not until war with France threatened in 
1798 did Congress yield anything to military control, and 
then it created the office of Lieutenant General; not to 
honor Washington, or in recognition of his past services, 
hut in order to put him in a position to make the experi- 
ence and ability of our greatest soldier effective for the 
nitional defense. A year later the office of “General 
of the Armies of the United States” was created for the 
same purpose. Even under the circumstances of exist- 
ing peril President Adams was so jealous of his official 
prerogatives that he refused to be governed by the wish 
of Congress that he should appoint Washington a Gen- 
eral, and he never held higher rank after the Revolution 
than that of Lieutenant General. On Washington’s 
death the Army was for a time commanded by Hamilton 
as Inspector General, so far as it had any commander, 
for Ilamilten’s control never went beyond that of gen- 
eral supervision. Next followed the increase of the Army 
in 1812, and the creation of the bureaus of the War De- 
partment, which have become gradually more and more 
entrenched in law, until they virtually control the Army, 
as Gen. Sherman found, very greatly to his dissatisfac- 
tion. 

The revival of the office of Lieutenant General in 1855 
was for the purpose of rewarding Scott’s service in Mex- 
ico, and not, as in the case of Washington, with the in- 
tent of giving military control to a competent command- 
. There was nothing in the joint resolution of Feb. 15, 
1855, entitling the incumbent of the office of Lieutenant 
reneral to the command of the Army, as there was in 
he case of Gen. Washington. The revival of the grade 
f Lieutenant General in 1864 and again in 1895, and 
he revival of the grade of General in 1866, was for the 
urpose of rewarding distinguished service; not to ex- 
end the authority and prestige of the ranking officer of 
he Army. These are the facts of history, which we pre- 
‘nt, not because our readers are ignorant of them, but 
echuse they are just now brought under discussion. 
The duties of Commander-in-Chief are imposed upon 
he President by the Constitution, and he cannot abro- 
mite the function of this office, nor can he be deprived 
f them by Congress, though, in the case of President 
Johnson, Congress undertook to do this. But it is in the 
ower of the President to delegate his functions, and in 
ractice they are transferred to the Secretary of War, 
who is a civilian. But an army is created, not for peace, 
ut for war, and military efficiency demands that its 
trol, in matters purely military, should be intrusted 
0 a trained soldier. It would seen to be proper that the 
ficer at the head of the Army should have rank a grade 
igher than other general officers under his orders, and 
4° office of Lieutenant General can well be created 
hout disturbing the functions of the President as 
ommander-in-Ohief. 








A table prepared by the Bureau of Ordnance, showing 
the distribution of armor on the battleships Kearsarge 
and Kentucky, indicates the distribution that will be 
made in the case of the battleships te be authorized at 
this session of Congress. The armor covers all of the 
ship to the point aft, where the protective deck begins. 
The bow is protected by four inches of armor, and the 
men operating the five-inch rapid fire guns will be pro- 
tected by six inches of armor. The total amount of ar- 
mor estimated for the Kearsarge is 2,800 tons. Of 
course, the same amount is necessary for the Kentucky. 
The 863 tons of side armor will taper from a thickness of 
16% inches over the vitals of the ship to 4 inches at the 
bow. A total of 624% tons of armor will be required for 
the 13-inch gun emplacements, distributed so that 284 
tons will form the barbettes, 259144 tons the 13-inch 
turrets, and 81 tons the 8-inch superposed turrets. For 
the superstructure 250 tons of armor will be required; 
for the casemate 326 tons; conning tower 76 tons; bulk- 
head 36 tons, making a total of 2,800 tons. The turret 
plates are to be 17 inches in thickness; the superstruc- 
ture armor 6 inches; casemate 5 inches, and side armor 
as stated. The plans of the present battleships will be 
followed in the new ones. The machinery adopted for 
the Kearsarge and her mate will also be adopted for the 
proposed vessels, and Engineer in Chief Melville will 
probably not agree to any changes unless they are .n the 
direction of increasing the horse-power. The engineer 
in chief some months ago stated to the Department that, 
with the horse-nower given to the Kearsarge and Ken- 
tucky, they would not be able to make the 15 knots speed, 
which their contracts called for. It is said that he still 
holds to this opinion, and it is his intention to urge the 
Department to make the horse-power for the ships to be 
authorized greater than it is in the case of the vessels 
building at Newport News. Secretary Herbert will lose 
no time in awarding contracts for the construction of 
the vessels which Congress will authorize. For this 
reason it is his intention to push plans and specifications, 
and to urge the Walker Board, which assembled on Tues- 
day, to determine the question of the desirability of su- 
perposed turrets, to hasten its conclusions. In the hull 
and machinery and armor distribution there will be no 
reason for the delay of last year, and the contracts will 
probably be awarded in July, immediately after the Naval 
Appropriation bill becomes a law. The bidding promises 
to be very spirited. It is the expectation of the Depart- 
ment that the battleships which will be contracted for 
will cost about the same as the Kearsarge. 


The President has disapproved the findings of the Ex- 
amining Board in the case of Capt. Allan V. Reed, but 
has nominated him to the grade of Commodore “subject 
to examination,” in order to provide for the promotion 
of officers junior to him. Here is the President's indorse- 
ment in this case: “Capt. Reed was recently examined 
as to his qualifications for promotion by a board of naval 
officers, convened for that purpose, in pursuance of statu- 
tory requirements, and was found by the board to be 
qualified for promotion. My action upon the record of 
the examining board is as follows: The findings and 
recommendations of the board in this case are disap- 
proved and the promotion of Capt. Reed is postponed for 
one year. In the mean time the candidate will be afford- 
ed opportunity to further demonstrate his ability to effi- 
ciently perform sea duty and his general fitness for pro- 
motion upon another examination. In order, however, 
that advancement in the line of the Navy may not be 
impeded during Capt. Reed’s term of probation, it is di- 
rected that the Navy Department prepare and forward 
for transmission to the Senate his nomination to be Com- 
modore in the Navy, subject to examination. In order to 
give Capt. Reed an opportunity to demonstrate before 
another board his fitness for promotion, if he is able to 
do so, and at the same time t6 avoid impeding promotion 
in the line of the Navy during his period of probation, I 
have deemed it proper to submit the accompanying nomi- 
nation, which is made subject to examination.” Capt. 
Reed arrived in Washington on Wednesday. The im- 
pression prevails at the Navy Department that he will be 
assigned to duty as commander of the San Francisco, in 
accordance with the President's instructions, as the re- 
lief of Capt. BE. M. Shepard. It was the intention of the 
Department in any event to relieve Capt. Shepard this 
summer of the command of this vessel, his tour of duty 
having practically expired. 


The board on a coaling station on the Florida coast, 
of which Capt. A. H. McCormick was president, have 
submitted two reports, the first in regard to Key West 
and the second on Dry Tortugas. In order to make Key 
West a desirable station, the report recommends that 
$150,000 be expended in necessary improvements, includ- 
ing the construction of a coaling wharf and a coal shed, 
with the necessary appliances for receiving and putting 
coal aboard men-of-war. The report on Dry Tortugas 
states that this would be a much superior place for the 
establishment of a naval station or for keeping a coal 
supply, as it would permit vessels of deeper draft to coal 
there. It was estimated that in order to establish a mod- 
ern naval station an expenditure of between six and 
seven hundred thousand dollars would have to be made, 
this amount to cover the cost of the construction of the 
entire plant, exclusive of a dry dock. It has been urged 
against this recommendation that a heavily armored 
ship belonging to an enemy could stand outside the for- 
tifications and sink a vessel coaling at the wharf, if such 
a structure were placed on Dry Tortugas. Those inter- 
ested in Dry Tortugas, however, claim that with the 
modern fortifications contemplated for this place, no ship 
would be able to stand the shot which would be fired 
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against it by the land guns. These reports will receive 
consideration at the hands of the Department, as it is 
the desire of the authorities to establish an efficient na- 
val station on the Florida coast, and they want to be in 
a position to make a good argument to Congress when- 
ever an appropriation for its establishment is asked 
for Congress. In the mean time, the $60,000 which 
was appropriated by Congress for a coaling shed and 
wharf at Key West will be expended, $50,000 for the 
wharf and $10,000 for the shed. 


We congratulate those who have occasion to visit 
Hampton Roads upon the completion there of a fine new 
hotel which will relieve them from their dependence 
upon the antiquated Hygeia. The new hotel is called 
the “Hotel Chamberlin” snd is owned by the Hampton 
Roads Hotel Co., with John F, Chamberlin as presi- 
dent, J. H. Townsend vice-president and treasurer, Wm. 
Bradley Randdale, secretary, and the officers named and 
the following as directors, viz., John P. Townsend, John 
S. Tilney, Theo. A. Havemeyer, Jr., H. B. Parsons. 
Geo. W. Swett is the manager of the new house, which 
is to be opened upon Saturday of this week with a grand 
entertainment for which numerous invitations have been 
issued. With the exception, possibly, of the Ponce de 
Leon, in Florida, the Chamberlin is the finest rest and 
recreation hotel in the world. The new hotel has al- 
ready involved an expenditure in construction and ap- 
pointments of $1,200,000. It will be open all the year 
round, and is admittedly located at the healthiest spot 
in the Republic. It has a frontage three feet greater 
in length than that of the National Capitol, or 754 feet 
in all, Of its 554 rooms 470 will be guest chambers, and 
of these 200 will have private bath rooms attached. It 
is four stories in height. In addition to the dining room 
it contains a restaurant 110 feet long and 26 feet wide, 
a large billiard room for gentlemen and one of almost 
equal size for ladies, private dining rooms, card rooms, 
bowling alleys, sun parlors on every side, four elevators 
and an inclosed stairway built entirely of iron and brick. 
Every one knows the genial host after whom the hotel 
isnamed. It is expected that the opening reception will 
be attended by the President, members of the Cabinet, 
members of the United States Supreme Court, members 
of the Senate and House of Representatives, prominent 
officers of the Army and Navy, Governors of States and 
prominent men from every walk of life. It would ap- 
pear that the days of the “Hygeia” are numbered. 





Now that the preparations are under way for the final 
examinations of cadets at the military and naval acade- 
mies who will graduate this summer, a statement of the 
vacancies existing, or which will occur in both branches 
of the service before July 1, will doubtless be of interest. 
There are at present three vacancies in the Army with 
retirements for age in prospect. There are now 18 va- 
cancies on the retired list, and it is the intention of the 
Secretary to transfer a number of officers, probably eight, 
from the limited retired list to the unlimited list. There 
are now six applications for retirement, and these will 
probably be granted, as the Secretary is anxious to obtain 
vacancies for the graduating class. There are 72 mem- 
bers of the West Point class, and the indications are 
that at least 50 will have to be assigned to duty as addi- 
tional 2d Lieutenants. This means that there will be lit- 
tle chance for any appointments from the ranks next 
year. The condition of affairs is better in the Navy, and 
all of the cadets who pass their examination will be given 
commissions. There are 46 members of the graduating 
class, 33 in the line division and 13 in the engineer divi- 
sion. There are now existing 18 vacancies in the line and 
25 in the engineer corps. The indications are that two 
line officers will be retired on account of disability be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year, but no vacancies on ac- 
count of age will occur before that time. In the engineer 
corps one vacancy will be caused by age before July 1— 
that to be created by the retirement of Chief Engineer 
J. McElmell. Under the law, one appointment will be 
made from the graduating class to the marine corps. It 
will, therefore, be seen that there will be more than 
enough vacancies for the naval academy graduates. 

Papier maché bullets are to be used for blank car- 
tridges. The Ordnance Department has had great diffi- 
culty in securing a blank cartridge which would operate 
in the magazine of the new Krag-Jorgensen rifle. Experi- 
ments have been in progress for some time past in con- 
nection with this matter. It was found that with the or- 
dinary blank cartridge, the magazine would not operate: 
that it was necessary to obtain something of the form of 
the bullet so as to get the magazine to work properly. 
The first plan contemplated the manufacture of car- 
tridges with copper shells, but they were found to be too 
expensive. Papier maché was finally hit upon as the 
best material to use, and bullets of this material, hollow, 
have been fired with excellent results. When the ex- 
plosion occurs, the papier maché is blown into fragments 
to a distance of from 15 to 20 yards. A supply of the 
papier maché blank cartridges will shortly be issued to 
the service. 


Secretary Lamont has warned bureau officers that 
they must prepare their “copy” for the printer in proper 
shape. Every one dealing in type knows that the ex- 
pense of getting articles into shape for printing may be 
doubled, or more than doubled, by slovenly manuscript, 
which requires alterations in proof. Under the new 


system prevailing the corrections made in proofs will be 
charged out of the appropriation allotted each depart- 
ment. It might be well to subject the authors of ex- 
cessive corrections to the rule of publishers which re- 
guires euthers to pay for proof corrections beyond a cer- 
ain limit.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


A dispatch from Valparaiso, Chile, April 1, announces 
that a bursting of a steam pipe on the monitor Huasea r, 
which had just left a dry dock after being repaired, 
killed eight men and injured a number of others. 

The Navy Department has officially set April 18 as 
the day for the preliminary trial of the battleship Massa 
chusetts. The Department was notified by the Cramps 
on Saturday last that the vessel would be ready at that 
time, and, in accordance with orders issued March 31, in- 
structions for the trial are being prepared by the Judge 
Advocate General's office and the Bureau of Steam Kn- 
gineering. The preparations of the instructions have al- 
ready been commenced, and no delay will elapse before 
they are submitted to Secretary Herbert for his ap- 
proval. They are on the lines laid down by the ‘Journal ‘ 
some week’s ago. Capt. Samson, chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance, has issued instructions to the Inspector of 
Ordnance at Bethlehem to select a plate to undergo a 
ballistic test from the group of armor manufactured for 
the 12-inch breech-loading rifles of the lowa. The plate 
is 15 inches in thickness, and will represent a group ot 
urmor weighing 500 tons. It will be tested at Redding 
ton, Pa. with a 10-inch gun. With the acceptance of 
this group of armor, all the contiacts of the Government 
wih the Carnegie and Bethichcm companies will be com 
pleted. The total amount of armor yet to be delivered 
hy these two firms is about 550 tons, 

The torpedo boat Ericsson will be completed in about 
two weeks, and will then be ready tor trial. She will be 
immediately piaced in commiss.on under the command 
of Lieut. N. R. Usher, who has superintended her con- 
struction, undergo a sea trial, and then sent to torpedo 
duty at Newport, where she wall later be joined by the 
Cushing, now undergoing re pais at Washington, D. Cc. 

information has reached the Navy Department that on 
her preliminary trial the British torpedo boat destroyer 
Desperate, buiit by the Thornycrofts, excelled all previ- 
ous speed records at sea by making an average of 61.085 
knots, or 3, miles per hour, tor four hours, over a 
measured mile course. In addition to the Desperate, the 
Thornycrofts are building three other torpedo boat de- 
stroyers of the same displacement and indicated horse- 
power of the Desperate —272 tous displacement and 5,400 
orse-power. kour torpedo boat destroyers of 300 tons 
displacement and 5 800 1o.se-power ave under construc- 
tion at Clydebank, England, and the Laird Bros. are con- 
structing four torpedo boat destroyers of 300 tons dis- 
placement and 6.000 indicated hoise-;ower, Plans are 
now being prepared by Great Britain for 90 other vessels 
of its class. Information on file at the Navy Department 
shows that all of the large naval powers are not con- 
structing small torpedo boats, but are building torpedo 
hoat destroyers, which are capable of greater speed and 
of stariding rougher weather, and from which better re- 
sults can be obtained. For this reason naval experts re- 
gret that the United States Government is considering 
the advisability of building torpedo boats of 75 tons dis- 
placement. 

The Navy Depaitment is very much pleased with the 
result of the four hours’ speed trial of the cruiser Raleigh, 
held last week at sea, just outside of Hampton Roads. 
The official report, which has been received, shows that 
the average speed made by the vessel was 18.64 knots 
per hour, and this, in the opinion of the officers of the 
ship, would have been increased to over twenty knots 
had the sea been calm. Instead, there was a heavy 
breeze blowing. The swell of the sea caused the ship 
to roll from a minimum of three to a maximum of twenty- 
five degrees, with an average of ten degrees, and the 
water came in over her forecastle, the result naturally 
being that her speed was retarded. During the first hour 
the vessel was speeding she made, according to the offi- 
cial report, 19.20 knots. The second hour she did better, 
making 19.34 knots, the third 18.15. An accident te the 
middle tire-room blower occurred at the beginning of the 
fourth hour, causing the stoppage of the port engine for 
a few minutes. The hour was finished, however, with a 
record of 17.88 knots to the vessel's credit. In view of 


the fact that the coal used was not picked and the fire- 
room force was green, the authorities are very much 
pleased with the trial. The report closes by stating that 





the ship was in good condition at the end of the trial, the 
only damage done being to the middle fire-room blower, 
which will be repaired by the ship’s force. There is ta‘k 
at the Department of speeding the Cincinnati, a sister 
ship of the Raleigh, under more favorable circumstances, 
for the purpose of ascertaining what these ships can do 
with everything in their favor, like contract-built boats 
It is doubtful if the Secretary will agree to such a course. 
however, as strong pressure had to be brought to bear 
upon him to get his consent to a trial for the Raleigh. 

Under the instructions issued to it by Secretary Her- 
bert there will be submitted to the Walker Board for its 
consideration the plans recently adopted for the batteries 
of the Kearsarge and Kentucky, together with the argu- 
ments for and against that method of installation and 
the recent report of the Inspection Board on the Indi- 
ana. The board will also have recourse to such other 
sources of information as it may desire. The Secretary 
has informed the board that the Indiana is at their dis- 
posal and they will be ordered to it if desired for the 
purpose of witnessing any experiments it may suggest 
with the battery of that ship. In addition the board will 
he given access to the plans adopted for vessels of the 
Indiana type and for the Iowa. The board is also given 
permission to call before it the officers who have advo- 
cated or opposed the double-decked turrets for the pro- 
posed battleships. Capt. Sampson, chief of the Bureau 
of Ordnance, has contemplated some changes in the sec- 
ondary batteries for the proposed ships and he will lay 
his suggestions before the board for its action. 

The Desperate, torpedo boat destroyer, designed and 
built by J. Thornycroft & Co., ran a preliminary trial 
on March 17, obtaining a mean speed on four runs on 
the measured mile of 31.085 knots, or 35% statute miles. 
The speed was taken by British Admiralty officials, and 
is the highest on record. The Desperate is the first of 
the new class of 30-knot destroyers that has been tried. 

The Navy Department has decided to put stiffening 
in the upper portion of the cap of the petty officers of the 
Navy, the sample on hand at the Department illustrating 
the new form being a decided improvement on the old 
type. The cap is also to be made of better material. 
Other than in the stiffening feature and better material 
the headgear will remain as before. 

It is whispered in naval bicycling circles that Lieut. 
Benjamin Tappan is to be proposed as a candidate for 
the presidency of the L. A. W. when that office becomes 
vacant, 

The board, consisting of Lieut. Comdr. Richardson 
Clover, Judge Advocate Gen. Lemly and Mr. Micou, 
Chief Clerk of the Navy Department, has completed its 
revision of the naval regulations, and it will shortly be 
submitted to Secretary Herbert for his action. It is 
understood that the revision is quite extensive and that 
some important changes have been made, 

Preparations are being made at the Navy Department 
for the commissioning of the Monongahela. A crew is 
now being colected for this vessel. When all the enlist- 
ments are made for this vessel, the enlisted branch of 
the service will be practically full. 

An official report of the trial of the U. S. cruiser Ra- 
leigh shows the vessel made an average of 18.64 knots 
an hour for the four hours’ run, despite unfavorable 
wind and weather, which caused the Raleigh to roll from 
10 to 15 degrees. During the first hour the Raleigh de- 
veloped a speed of 19.20 knots, increasing it to 19.34 in 
second hour. In the third hour the speed was 18.15, and 
in the fourth and last 17.88. 

The date for the final trial of the ram Katahdin is set 
for April 6. 

It has been practically settled by the Navy Department 
to assign Lieut. Comdr. Richard Wainwright to duty as 
chief naval intelligence officer. Lieut. Comdr. Wain- 
wright will succeed Lieut. Comdr. Singer, who has been 
ordered to duty as executive of the Terror when that 
vessel is placed in commission on the 14th inst. The 
Department intends to make the Naval Intelligence Of- 
tice one for an officer of higher rank than has heretofore 
been the case. The billet was offered to Comdr. R. B. 
Bradford, but that officer declined it and Lieut. Comdr. 
Wainwright was selected as one of the ablest officers in 
the service. It is expected that several additional ofti- 
cers will be assigned to the Intelligence Office so as to 
make the staff large enough to attend to the mass of 
business transacted there. Lieut. Comdr. Singer has 
won high encomiums from his superior officers for his 
conduct of the affairs of this office during his tour of 
duty there. 

The U.S. S. Thetis was at San Diego April 3, to leave 
in two weeks for Mare Island.

under this section: Provided, That no Captain shall be 
recommended for flag rank unless he shall have served 
two years or more as Captain in command of a seago- 
ing man-of-war. And provided further, That no Captain 
shall be recommended for flag rank unless he shall have 
at least four years to serve in that grade before reaching 
the age of retirement. 

See. 24. That the active list of the commissioned offi- 
cers of the staff corps of the Navy shall comprise officers 
of the Medical Corps, Pay Corps, Engineer Corps, chap- 
lains, professors of mathematics, naval constructors, and 
civil engineers. That these several corps shall be di- 
vided into grades and commissioned with positive rank, 
and then when appointed or promoted shall receive com 
missions designating the grade and rank to which they 
may be so appointed or promoted, 

Sec. 45, That officers of the staff corps and of the civil 
branch are not to assume any military command what- 
sover, either afloat or ashore, but under the command- 
ing officer they shall have all necessary authority within 
their own departments and according to their rank for 
the due performance of their respective duties, 

Sec, 46. That notwithstanding the rank and authority 
conferred on officers of the staff corps and civil branch, 
they are, in all such details and matters as relate to the 
service on which they are employed, the duties of the 
fleet, and the discipline and interior economy of ships, to 
be subject to the authority of the officers of the line 
branch on duty; and in no case shall they be deemed to 
be superior in rank to, or take precedence of, the officer 
commanding the ship or station. And ensigns and staff 
officers of the rank of ensigns shall mess and have quar- 
ters in the wardroom whenever practicable. 

Sec. 47. That no officer of the Navy shall lose status 
by the substitution of titles provided for in this act, 
and new commissions shall be issued in conformity with 
its provisions.

SUCCESSFUL DOCKING OF THE INDIANA. 
Comdr. C. H. Rockwell, U. 8. N., commandant of the 
T’ort Royal Naval Station, has sent to the Navy De- 
partment an official report on the docking of the battle- 
ship Indiana. In his communication he says that the 
Port Royal Dock fulfills the purpose for which it was 
constructed. The report is as follows: 


“Replying to bureau's telegram of the 30th inst., direct- 
ing report in full of all conditions of the dock in docking 
the Indiana, I have to state that the ship was taken in 
on the morning tide on the 27th, there being one foot 
three inches of water above the ship’s draught over the 
keel blocks. These had been capped with oak so as to 
raise them four and one-half inches above the dock sill, 
Under the slope of the bow of the ship the blocks had 
been built up to fit her shape. Under her heavy turrets 
the keel blocks had been doubled to support the heaviest 
weights. The shin came in without the slightest trouble, 
although the tide had begun to fall before her entrance. 
When she was finally centered in place, ready for land- 
ing, and the pumps started, there were still é inches of 
er greatest draught. She took the blocks 
fairly and evenly, and is admirably placed, without the 


least sign of undue strain or pressure anywhere. Care- 


ful measurements with instruments have been made in 


reference to the dock itself, and they show no displace- 
ment or settling of the structure whatever. The leakage 
is normal, the drainage pump controlling it perfectly, 
not running all the time. 


The caisson is a perfect and 
very tight fit, and in all respects, as far as I can dis- 


cover, the dock fulfills the purpose for which it was con- 
structed, 
the pump house will tend to economy and facility of 
handling.”

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Much sorrow has been caused at Fort Leavenworth 
by the death, March 22, of Mrs. Smith, wife of Lieut. 
Guy H. B. Smith, 4th Inf. The remains were taken to 
Logansport, Ind., for interment. Mrs. McQuiston, wife 
of Lieut. C. MceQuiston, 4th Inf., is a sister of the de- 
ceased, and Capt. Graham D. Fitch, C. E., a brother. 
Members of the West Point class of 1891 at Fort Leav- 
enworth placed a beautiful floral tribute upon the casket 
containing the remains, and also the present class of the 
Infantry and Cavalry School, of which Lieut. Smith is a 
inember, manifested their sorrow by a similar tribute. 

Mr. W. Keith Armistead, who died March 28 at New- 
port, R. L., was a son of the late Gen. Lewis Addison 
Armistead, formerly Captain of the 6th Inf., a distin- 
guished officer in the Mexican War who resigned in 
1861 to join the Confederacy and was killed at the battle 
of Gettysburg July 3, 1863. 

Capt. William Gardner Spencer, U. 8. A., retired, who 
died at Nashville, Tenn., March 26, had been in delicate 
health for some time past. He was appointed an As- 
sistant Surgeon from New York in 1875, attained the 
rank of Captain in 1880 and was retired June 6, 1894, 
for disability incurred in the line of duty. He and Mrs. 
Spencer, who survives him, were great favorites in soe- 
cial circles at Nashville, Tenn. 

Iuneral services over the body of the late Brig. Gen. 
Thomas L. Casey, U. S. A., were held at the family res- 
idence in Washington, D. C., March 27. The honorary 
pallbearers were Gen. William P. Craighill, Chief of En- 
gineers; Senator Frye, Senator Sherman, Senator Mor- 
rill, Senator Voorhees, Senator Brice, Gen. Thomas M. 
Vineent, Gen. A. Baird and Col. Wilson. After the cere- 
monies at the house the body was taken directly to the 
railroad station and thence to Wickford, R. L., for in- 
terment. 

The Rey. L. Sternberg, D. D., father of Brig. Gen. G. 
M. Sternberg, LL. D., Surg. Gen., U. S. A., died at his 
residence in Ellsworth, Kan., Feb. 13, 1896, aged 81 
yeurs, 11 months and 27 days. Dr. Sternberg’s ances- 
tors were among the early settlers in Schoharie County, 
N. Y., and he was born at the family homestead in the 
town of Sharon, Schoharie County, on Feb. 16, 1814. 
lie was prepared for college at Hartwick Seminary, Ot- 
sego County, N. Y., 1828-33, entered Union College (jun- 
ior class) in 1833 and was graduated in 1835 at the age 
of 21. He was a member of the Phi Beta Kappa So- 
ciety. His alma mater subsequently conferred upon him 
the degree of A. M. and of D. D. He studied theology 
at Hartwick Seminary and in 1838 was ordained a min- 
ister in the Lutheran Church; was poster of Lutheran 
churches at Dansville, Buffalo and Middleburg, N. Y., 
until 1851, when he was elected principal of the Luth- 
eran Classical and Theological Seminary at Hartwick, 
Otsego County, N. Y. At the end of thirteen years he 
resigned this position on account of failing health, and 
after remaining two or three years at Albion, Marshall 
County, Ia., moved with his large family to Ellsworth 
County, Kan., where he engaged in farming and stock 
raising. Under the conditions of this pioneer life his 
health improved. He was one of the regents of the Kan- 
sas State University, and organized the first church in 
Ellsworth County. As the majority of the members 
were Presbyterians he was induced to change his church 
relations and during the last twenty-five years of his life 
was a minister of the Presbyterian Church. 


SALE OF REBELLION RELICS. 


The United States Government will soon sell for old 
iron and worn out material a let of relics of the rebellion 
days, which were owned by the Confederate Govern- 
ment, and which have been stored since the war in the 
arsenal at Augusta, Ga. This sale has been decided up- 
on as a result of a recommendation made by Maj. Ernest 
A. Garlington, Inspr. Gen. of the South Atlantic Dis- 
trict. Maj. Garlington recently returned from an in- 
spection trip of the military establishments and colleges 
located in his district. His report upon the Augusta ar- 
senal was only recently completed, and is interesting as 
showing the character of the material which the rebels 
had stored away for use against the Yankees. The 
most striking item contained in Maj. Garlington’s report 
is that in relation to the pikes on hand, and which the 
Confedefates for lack of other arms had to use near 
the close of the war. There were four classes of pikes, 
270, straight blades, which were sheathed in handles; 67, 
each with three blades, two on each side and one in the 
center, and the remainder with two blades, one almost 
parallel with the handle and the other projecting out to 
the left. Maj. Garlington observed that all of these 
pikes were in serviceable condition, but are ‘‘obsolete and 
useless and of no value as weapons.”” Four hundred of 
the pikes are to be distributed tq museums. Maj. Gar- 
lington found a lot of hand spikes in looking over the old 
material stored in the arsenal, besides four ladles for 
heating shot. These will be sold for old iron. There 
are on hand at the arsenal a lot of hand grenades, which 
are empty and all kinds of muskets and guns, including 
copper, bronze, wrought iron howitzers, Parrott and oth- 
er obsolete guns, ranging in caliber from 6-pounders to 
8-inch. Many of the guns are serviceable, but all will 
be sold for old iron except those which will be used for 
museum purposes. Included in the list of small arms 
are four flintlock muskets. There are bullet-moulds by 
the score, rusty projectiles, cartridge bags by the hun- 
dred, all moth-eaten, boxes of fixed ammunition, a large 
quantity of chemicals for manufacturing powder and 338 
cannon spikes. The arsenal is in charge of Capt. D. M. 
Taylor, of the Ord. Dept., and Maj. Garlington refers 
to him in highly complimentary terms in connection with 
his work at Augusta.
